that in this country three to four years seem to be the 
limit of active interest even on the part of the most 
enthusiastic huntsmen. 

In England and Ireland a career of forty to fifty 
years Is not uncommon, and that, too, with as keen a 
relish, a courage as dauntless at a fence, and as little 
idea of giving up the pastime, in the ripe years of sixty 
to sixty-five, as in the first flush of the first of youthful 
enthusiasm or the more fully habituated stages of mid 
dle age. A remarkable instance of this is furnished by 
Mr. Watson, who, a few days ago, completed his fiftieth 
year as master of the Carlow (Ireland) Hounds, and 
whose son is master of the Royal Meath Hounds and a 
famous polo player. I remember one occasion when the 
elder Watson, his huntsman and his whip each had a 
leg broken while trying to take a bank and ditch, th 
three horses having their necks broken (nd yet these 
three were in the eld the next season as enthusiastic 
as ever. 

Englishmen say that the relation between timber 
jumping and fatal accidents is a mere matter of time 
In the face ‘of this, Englishmen go as hard as, if not 
harder, than any other huntsmen, at fences and ditches 
Mr. James Harrison rides as hard as any man I have 
ever seen. I have never seen any one go at a fence or 
a ditch more boldly than the Duke of Marlborough. I 
have seen him give the whole field the lead over a stiff 
fence five feet high, with a ditch fifteen feet wide on 
the other side. His friend, Mr. Guest, rides hard and is 
fearless at the highest timber. 

If the extraordinarily successful meet of the Meadow 
brook on the 19th inst. has a special significance at this 
time it is perhaps that a revival of interest in the sport 
is to be expected. I am sure that a few more such 
meets during the autumn will go far toward a result so 
much to be desired. Nothing could exceed the enthusi- 
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asm and the all-round ood time of the Meadowbrook 
meet on the l¥th, and the effect will certainly no )
